LEGAL-CRIMINAL 


Glenn Gains His Point. 

Pursugnt to an agreement reached 
between Governor Glenn of North 
Carolina and the Southern railway, 
counsel for the corporation presented 
revised petitions to Judge Pritchard 
ofthe federal circuit court asking for 
a modification of his original injune- 
tion against the execution of the new 
rate law, and the judge complied, thus 
ending a deadlock which had lasted 
nearly two weeks and had threatened 
to involve the clash of state and fed- 
eral troops. Judge Pritchard took oc- 
casion to say that the question of 
state rights had 
not been involv- 
ed in the contro- 
versy, and that 
his action was in 
no sense an in- 
terference with 
the state author- 
ities. In their 
petitions the 
: railroad officials 
m say that the 
agreement was 
assented to un- 
der duress of 
public opinion 
inflamed by the 
press and the 
politicians and 
under the threat 
of an extra ses- 
sion of the legislature. It had been 
reached only after the state author- 
ities had resumed the prosecution of 
ticket agents and had arrested Presi- 
dent Finley of the Southern. Follow- 
ing the reversal of the federal order, 
the Southern gave notice in the su- 
preme court at Raleigh that it ap- 
pealed from the $30,600 fine. Gov- 
ernor Glenn, seeing that the law was 
duly. recognized, ordered the judges 
to stop all prosecutions of the. rail- 
roads, saying that when they obey 
the law the railroads are entitled to 
protection. The Atlantic Coast line 
had also joined in the agreement, and 
other lines are expected to follow suit. 
President Finley of the Southern said 
later that the 244 cent rate had been 
resisted because it was confiscatory 
and that the railroad had yielded its 
clear right in the interests of peace 
and amity. Mr. Finley had _ been 
promptly released upon a habeas cor- 
pus writ issued by Judge Pritchard. 

In a message to the people df the 
state Governor Glenn said: “It is a 
great victory for state rights against 
federal interference. It will teach 
utility corporations that while the 
state will treat them fairly it will not 
tolerate their trying to control the 
state. I never defied the federal pow- 
er, as has been stated, but simply 
tried to carry out the Jaw as. I saw 
it under the constitution.” Governor 
Comer of Alabama warmly congratu- 
lated Governor Glenn upon the stand 
he had taken. 


Fourth Trial of Caleb Powers. 


At Georgetown, Ky., Caleb Powers 
for the fourth time has been placed on 
trial for conspiracy to effect the mur- 
der of the late Governor Goebel. 
Judge J. E. Robbins, who presided at 
the preceding trial of Powers and who 
was designated by Governor Beckham 
for the present trial, was accused in 
an affidavit by Powers of having 
ruled unfairly in the former trial and 
of holding prejudice against the de- 
fendant on account of his political af- 
fillations. Judge Robbins, while de- 
claring that the allegations against 
him were utterly untrue, gave notice 
that he would vacate the bench. This 
caused an adjournment indefinitely 
for certification of the fact to the gov- 
ernor. 

Powers appeared to be in perfect 
physical condition despite his long 
confinement, as he has taken vigorous 
exercise regularly and given great at- 
tention to his personal appearance. 
Attorney R. B. Franklin, who hag con- 
ducted the prosecution in all the trials 
growing out of the Goebel assassina- 
tion, is in charge of the present one. 
Armenian Priest Indicted. 

Father Martoogessian, the Armenian 
priest of New York, who had been:sus- 
pected of some connection with the 
tecret Hunchakist society and friend 
ef Khachadorian, the arrested assas- 
sin of Tavshanjian, the millionaire 
rug importer, has himself been arrest- 
ed and indicted on several charges of 
attempted robbery and blackmail, At 
the same time _ evidence pointing 
strongly to Martoogessian as an ac- 
complice in the murder of Tavshan- 
jian has been secured by the district 
attorney. 
priest has made a Confession as to his

wealthy Armefians and to kill them 
should they fail to give up the sums 
of money demanded.

San Francisco Supervisors Out. 

The old board of supervisors for the 
eity of San Francisco who served un- 
der Mayor Schmitz have tendered their 
resignations, thus making way for the 
new set appointed by Mayor Taylor. 
At the same time former Mayor 
Schmitz has appointed a new set of 
supervisors in order to set up the claim 
in the courts of his right to continne 
as the duly authorized mayor of the 
city’ and with a view to contesting all 
the acts of Mayor Taylor and the new 
board. d 


New York’s Wave of Crime. 

Close in the wake of a long series of 
vicious and murderous assaults upon 
little girls in and near New York. city 
the police authorities of the metropolis 
have been confronted with two cases 
of murdered women, recalling the mur- 
ders of “Jack the Ripper” in the White- 
chapel section of London and tallying 
in many respects with the recent series 
of fiendish attacks upon little girls in 
Berlin by an unknown and unappre- 
hended_assailant. In a rooming house 
where a number of people were sleep- 
ing on the other side of a thin board 
partition a woman was found stran- 
gled and the man with whom she had 
been consorting was missing. The 
murderer had mutilated the body by 
biting into the flesh of the cheek and 
arm. Within a few hours afterward 
the body of a young woman was 
found fn an areaway on the east side 
‘with marks.on-her. neck showing that 
she, too, had been strangled with a 
man’s hands and with ber bodv fright- 
fully mutilated. A. Russian named 
Kuzmicho, who was arrested on sus- 
picion, admitted that he had been in 


“company with the young woman found 


in-the area, but denied that he was re- 
sponsible for her death. --The city au- 
thorities have called for an increased 
number of policemen, and Commission- 
er Bingham has cautioned all parents 
to guard their children and young wo- 
men at all hours. The Berlin “ripper” 
who chooses little girls as his victims 
is believed to have been responsible 
for the death of thirty children within 
a year. 
these crimes have been committed by 
a maniac or moral pervert. 


Gas Trust Not a Monopoly. 

The effort of Attorney General Jack- 
son of New York to annul the charter 
and corporate existence of the Consoli- 
dated Gas company of New York city, 
known as the gas trust, has been balk- 
ed by the decision of Justice McCall, 
which holds that the company is not a 
monopoly in the eye of the law. He 
regards the antitrust laws as being 
little more than a codification of the 
common law upon the subject and that 
there ‘is nothing to prevent one cor- 
poration from acquiring the stock of 
another. 

To Bust the Powder Trust. 

In the United States court at Wil- 
mington, Del., the federal government 
has begun suits against the companies 
and individuals constituting hat is 
known as the’ Du Pont powder trust, 
petitioning that these various interests 
be restrained from operating and en- 
gaging in interstate conimerce and that 
receivers be appointed to take charge 
of their business. The petition alleges 
that in 1872 all except three of the 
powder companies in the United States 
organized with the object of regulating 
prices and that this association was re- 
newed in 1881 so as to prevent the 
entry of new competitors. Subse- 
quently various independent powder 
makers were taken into the combina- 
tion until 1902, when it controlled 95 
per cent of the powder business, .It is 
further alleged that in 1903 the so 
called powder trust was formed by the 
organization of the E. I. Du Pont de 
Nemours Powder company, with a cap- 
ital stock of $50,000,000, as a holding 
company for the 
purpose of ac- 
quiring the 
stocks of every. 
corporation en- 
gaging in the 
manufacture of 
high explosives. 
Under this hold- 
ing company the 
entire powder 
business, it alleg- 
es, was operated 
through three 
nominally dis. 
tinct. concerns— 
namely, the 
Eastern Dyna- 
mite company, the BE. I. Du Pont de 
Nemours company of Delaware and 
the Laflin & Rand Powder company. 
The government also asks that the con- 
trol of certain other companies by 
these holding companies shall be ad- 
judged unlawful and void and that the 
defendants shall be restrained from 
carrying on unfair competition against 
the independent firms. Despite the 
fact that when Colonel H. A. Du Pont 
entered the United States senate last 
year it was announced that he had 
withdrawn from active participation 
fn the powder business, the govern- 
ment’s bill makes him one of the de- 
fendants, charging him with being 
president of the ruling concern from 
the time of its organization until Jan.

TELESCOPE LENSES. 


Astonishing” Sensitiveness of These 

; Wonderful Glasses. 

With the exception of astronomers, 
few persons have any idea of the won- 
derful sensitiveness of the lens of a 
telescope. These marvelous artificial 
eyes can be produced only by the ex- 
ercise of the most scrupulous care in 
the selection of the glass itself, con- 
summate skill and inexhaustible pa- 
tience. The process of grinding and 
polishing often occupies several months. 
When the lens of a big telescope is 
completed, it constitutes one of the 
greatest marvels wrought by man, 

An article in the Literary Digest de- 
scribes how the sensitiveness of a lens 
was illustrated by Alvan Clark, the 
greatest lensmaker America has pro- 
duced: 

Mr. Clark walked down to the lens 
and held his hand under it about two 
feet away. Instantaneously a marvel- 
ous spectacle burst into view. It seem- 
ed as if the great glass disk had be- 
come a living volcano, spurting forth 
jets of flame. 

The display was dazzling. Waving, 
leaping, dancing, the countless tongues 
of light gleamed and vibrated; then fit- 
fully, reluctantly, they died away, leav- 
ing the lens reflecting only a pure, un- 
troubled light. 

What is it? How do you account 
for the wonder? were the eager ques- 
tions. It is only the radiation of heat 
alternately expanding and contracting 
the glass. If the hand had been put 
upon the lens itself, the phenomenon 
“would have been more violent. 

To a person ignorant of lenses the 
almost supernatural sensitiveness of a 
mass of glass weighing several hun- 
dred pounds is astonishing, but to the 
scientist it is an everyday matter, for 
he has instruments that will register 
with unfaltering nicety the approach 
of a person fifty or a hunared feet 
ewav.

during the eighty days. over. which 
the trial had been spread. The jury 
weighed its decision in the light of the 
evidence and the charge of Judge 
Wood, which made the Orchard con- 
fession practically worthless unless 
found to be. distinctly corroborated. 
The jury stood first 8 te 4, then 10 to 
2 and finally unanimous for acquittal, 
although one juror is reported as say- 
ing that, although he had deferred to 
the majority, he still held his opinion 
of Haywood’s guilt. 

The defendant after receiving the 
congratulations of his counsel and 
thanking the jurymen individually 
rushed from the courtroom to break 
the news to his mother, who had 
broken down under the strain, and his 
family. In a statement to the press 
he expressed appreciation of the sup- 
port of the working class and of the 
kind treatment of his family by the 
citizens of Boise. He had “no ill feel- 
ing or ill will toward any person.” 
The judge and Senator Borah, he said, 
had been fair to him, and he did not 
even blame Governor Gooding for the 
position he had taken. Both Darrow 
and Richardson said the trial had been 
fair. Harry Orchard said: 
have done my duty. I told the truth. 
I could do no more. I am ready to 
take any punishment that may be 
meted out to me for my crime, and 
the sooner it comes the better.” ; 

Statements made by Governor Good- 
ing and Senator Borah dispelled the im- 
pression that the cases against Moyer, 
Pettibone and Simpkins would not be 
pressed. Moyer was, however, admit- 
ted to bail in $25,000, furnished by the 
Butte local of the Miners’ federation. 
The trial of Pettibone will come off at 
the next term of the court. Haywood 
is to go back to Denver at once to re- 
sume his work where he left it off, 
but already he is in great demand to 
address meetings of labor unions and 
Socialists in all parts of the country, 
and the latter are booming him for the 
presidential nomination. 


| EXECUTIVE 


Treasury Makes Good Showing. 

The report of the operations of the 
United States treasury department for 
the month of July, the first of the fiscal 
year, shows a gratifying reduction of 
the deficit which is always anticipated 
for this particular month by reason of 
the many appropriations which become 
available at the beginning of the new 
fiscal year. The deficit this year was. 
$10,901,555 as compared with $13,511,- 
147 for the same month last year. The 
customs receipts showed an increase 
of over $2,000,000, while the income 
from internal revenue was about $700,- 
000 above that for July, 1906. 
Battleship Tests Big Dry Dock. 

The new concrete dry dock at the 
League Island navy yard, Philadelphia, 
received its first government test July 
81, when the 11,000 ton battleship 
Kearsarge was successfully docked. 
This dock is 754 feet long and 140 feet 
wide, being the largest in the United 
States and one of the largest in the 
world. Its cost was $1,500,000, 

Our Big Stock of Gold. 

Retiring Director of the Mint George 
BR. Roberts, who has for a number of 
years been conducting an inquiry for 
the purpose of verifying the treasury 
estimates of the stock of gold in the 
United States, gives it as his conclu- 
sion that the amount of gold coin and 
bullion now in the United States treas- 
ury and the banks and in circulation 
amounts to $1,464,845,280. 

Government Charters Alien Ship. 

Owing to its inability to secure suffi- 


.| celent ships’ of American registry to 


handle the heavy freight and passen- 
ger traffic to the isthmus of Panama. 
the Uniféd States government has been 
obliged to lease the British steamer 
Dunottar.Castle for service in connec- 
tion’ with the Panama Railway and 
Steamship company, although the navi- 
gation laws forbid the use of foreign 
bottoms in coastwise trade in the case 
of individuals or corporations. The 
heavy freight traffic incident to the 
transportation of food supplies for the 
canal employees is said to have neces 
sitated this action on the part of the 
government. 


COMMERCIAL 


Business Failures In July. 

According to Dun’s review, the rec- 
ord of commercial failures for the 
month of July, 1907, shows a total of 
777, with liabilities of $12,334,710. 
While this is a distinct improvement 
as compared with the preceding 
month, it is mach larger in both num- 
ber of failures and the amount in- 
volved than the record for the corre- 
sponding month in 1906, when the fail- 
ures were 738, with Ifabilities of $6,- 
919,014. The defaults in manufactur- 
ing establishments were 211 in num- 
ber and $4,449,226 in amount against 
144 and $2,761,640 last year. 

Steel Earnings Break Record. 

The earnings of the United States 
Steel corporation in the second quar- 
ter of the current year were larger 
than in any preceding quarter in the 
history of the concern, the net returns 
for the three months amounting to 
$45,503,705. The earnings for the cor- 
responding quarter of 1906 were $40,- 
125,032. 

Railroad to Raise Cargs Fund. 

It is reported that the management 
of the Chicago Great Western railway 
has under consideration the adoption of 
an extensive financial plan which will 
provide for’ the needs of the road for 
the next ten years and that President 
Stickney and Vice President Oppen- 
heim are now in London arranging the 
details of thé proposed financial 
scheme. It is believed by the manage- 
ment of the road that a permanent plan 
of this character will be much more 
advantageous than the hand to mouth 
policy heretofore pursued. 
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Report on Public Ownership.

ing to the fact that local conditions in 
Many cases make comparisons impos-. 


sible. For instance, the presence of 
natural gas at Wheeling makes it diffi- 
cult to compare the municipal plant 
of that city with the private plants 
of such cities as Atlanta and Norfolk. 
Similarly geographical conditions must 
be taken into consideration in compar- 
ing the public waterworks of Syracuse 
with the private waterworks of In- 
dianapolis. In the former city the 
water flows by gravity, while in the 
latter it must be pumped. 

Nevertheless the committee desires to 
warn the public against the danger of 
turning over utilities to the present gov- 
ernments of some of our cities which 
are not up to the type of government 
in British cities. In England and 
Scotland it fitids business men taking 
a pride in serving as councilors or 
aldermen, and the governments of 
Glasgow, Manchester, Birmingham and 
other cities include many of the best 
citizens, affording conditions favorable 
to municipal operation. The commit- 
tee admits the truth of the charge 
that the unwillingness of American 


cities to secure a better class of men | 


in their government is due to the po-- 
litical activity of public service cor- 
porations. However, it is unable 
“to recommead municipal ownership as 
a political panacea.” In general the 
commit*ee believes that public utili- 
ties, whether in public or private 
hands, are. best .conducted under a 
system of regulated monopoly; that 
utilities In: which the sanitary motive 
largely enters should: be operated by 
the public; that the success of munici- 
pal operation depends on the high 
capacity of a city for self government; 
that franchises to private corporations 
“should be terminable after a fixed pe- 
riod and subject to purchase at fair 
value; that cities should have the 
power to enter the field of ownership 
upon popular vote; that private com- 
panies should be subject to public 
regulation and full publicity. 

Topics at The Hague. 

The British delegation at The Hague 
laid before the peace conference a copy 
of the treaty of Washington of 1871, in 
which England and America defined 
the position of belligerents and neu- 
trals upon the declaration of war. The 
announcement was made that England 
considered the present a favorable op- 
portunity for other powers to give ad- 
herence to that treaty. 

President Nelidoff announced that 
the American proposition regarding the 
collecting of contractual pecuniary 
debts was unanimously adopted in 
principle and that the text was to be 
edited by the committee of examina- 
tion simply to satisfy the desires ex- 
pressed during the debate. The propo- 
sition included the provision permitting 
a fleet to attack an undefended town 
only when the local authorities refused 
to destroy the military establishment 
within a reasonable time. It was de- 
cided that a large rectangular panel of 
wood or linen, divided into two tri- 
angles, the upper black and the lower 
white, should constitute the signal to 
be placed over buildings entitled to be 
spared during a bombardment. 

The foundation stone of the Andrew 
Carnegie palace of peace was laid at 
The Hague in the wooded park which 
stretches from the city to Schevenin- 
gen. President Nelidoff officiated. The 
entire American delegation attended 
the ceremonies, and the American and 
Dutch flags decorated the stand. On 
the same day Queen Wilhelmina con- 
ferred upon Andrew Carnegie the order 
of the Orange Nassau, which was 
founded in 1892 to be conferred for 
favors to the royal family or to the 
country. 

Russian-Japanese Amity Assured. 

The reports from St. Petersburg indi- 
cate that the signing of the treaties of 
commerce, navigation and fishery be- 
tween Russia and.Japan, which. oc- 
curred recently, will be-followed short- 
ly by the publication of a political en- 
tente wiping out the last traces of hos- 
tility arising from the late war. This 
new agreement will be along the samc 
general lines as the recent agreement 
between France and Russia, the two 
countries mutually guaranteeing each 
other’s rights and territories. 

Major Lemair on the Kongo. 

Angered by the attempt to make him 
the scapegoat for Kongo abuses, Major 
Lemair, who commanded the native 
troops in that country for eighteen 
years and who since his-rétirn to Bel- 
gium has been notified that he would

Bigger Than the Dreadnought. 

The British navy department has re- 
cently launched the Bellerophon, the 
second battleship of the Dreadnought 
class, although exceeding the latter 
vessel by 700 tons, The new ship also 
embodies a number of improvements 
gained as a result of the Dreadnought 
trials. of ° 
Strike at Belfast Serious. 

Not less than 6,000 troops have been 
summoned_to the. -vicinity..of Belfast, 
Ireland, in order to control the situa- 
tion arising from the strike of the dock 
Jaborers for increased pay and shorter 
hours, The calling of troops was due 
partly to the fact that the police had 
struck to enforce thelr demand for 
more pay because of the extra work. 
The strikers were attacking nonunion 
laborers at every opportunity. One 
feature of the trouble is the closing of 
a number of spinning mills through 
inability to obtain coal. 

Iceland Not to Be Free. 

At a banquet given to King Frederick 
of Denmark during his visit to Reykja- 
vik, Iceland, the king announced his | 
policy regarding the future relations 
between the island and the Danish 
crown, saying: “I have inherited the 
kingdom as a unit, and as such it shall 
remain from generation to generation, 
but. I have also inherited from my 
father the tradition that the Iceland- 
ers are to be a free people who co- 
Operate with the king-in framing the 
laws under which they are to live. I 
have therefore established a commis- 
sion, consisting of members of the Dan- 
ish rigsdag and the Icelandic althing, 
to arrange for legislation to define the 
constitutional position of Iceland in 
the realm and to find a form under 
which the freedom of Iceland may be 
built up and protected, while at the 
game time the unity of the realm is 
preserved and insured.” ; 
Korean Army Abolished. 

On Aug. 1 the Korean emperor, yield- 
ing to the earnest demand of the Jap- 
anese government, issued a_ rescript 
abolishing the Korean military system. 
This was followed by some disturb- 
ances, which were suppressed by Jap- 
‘anese troops. 

Mexican Holds Two Offices. 

Enrique Creel, Mexican ambassador 
to the United States, was recently re- 
elected governor of the state of Chi- 
hunhua, Mexico, receiving 30,206 votes 
out of a total of 84,000. It is said that 
he will continue to serve both as gov- 
ernor and ambassador. 

Berlin’s Crime Wave. 

The authorities of Berlin are much 
perplexed over the operations of an 
individual or gang of assailants who 
during the last year have caused the 
death of over thirty little girls under 
conditions which indicate that the 
crimes were committed by moral per- 
verts of “Jack the Ripper” class. Titus 
far all attempts to apprehend the 
miscreants have proved unavailing. 
Result of French Elections. 

Reports of the recent French elec- 
tions for membership in the general 
councils indicate a decided loss on the 
part of the Progressives and Reaction- 
aries, with a corresponding gain for 
the Repfiblicans and Socialists. One 
hundred and thirty-seven second bal- 
lots will be necessary before the com- 
plete returns are known. 

Upton Sinclair’s Book Barred. 

Dispatches from Berlin state that the 
authorities there have forbidden the 
sale of Upton Sinclair's new book, 
“The Industrial Republie,” on the 
ground that it contains passages criti- 
eising the emperor of Germany. 

South Polar Expedition. 

A British expedition headed by R. H. 
Shackleton, who was a member of the 
Discovery expedition, sailed from Lon- 
don last week on the steam. barkentine 
Endurance for King Edward VII. 
Land, where winter quarters for 
twelve persons, with provisions for two 
years, will be ‘established. The inten- 
tion is to make a dash for the south 
pole during the summer of 1908. The 
equipment includes a motor car pro- 
vided with different sets of runners for 
traveling over surfaces of varying 
softness.

Famous Hote! Burned. 

The Long Beach hotel, near New 
York city, for more than a quarter of 
a century famous as one of the largest 
hostelries on the Atlantic coast, was 
totally destroyed by fire on the morn- 
ing of July 29. There were over 1,000 
guests and employees in the building, 
all of whom escaped. 

Nineteen Die In Tenement Fire. _

lives in the tenement district of New 
York city on July 28.

Undoubtedly also the 
Commissioners were a_ little arbi- 
trary in some of their rulings but 
that is a story of Boston;.the thing 
that is interesting the people of 
Andover and évery other suburban 
town is the character of Service 
that that particular community is 
getting from the New England Tel 
ephone Company. : 

From a_ six months’ experience 
with-the exchange in Andover (the 
Townsman having been on the Law- 
rence exchange up to that time) we 
are thoroughly convinced that the 
treatment of customers in small com- 
munities by this monoply in tele- 
phone service is unfair to the cus- 
tomer, excessive in cost and not 
what it should be for the great priv- 
ilege enjoyed by the Company. 

The telephone, to be of itshighest 
service to the community should 
be a monoply. When the telephone 
company is arguing a case with the 
large city, it insists that the increased 
cost comes because of the increased 


number of subscribers; when the 
same company appears before the 
small community, it argues that 


the increased cost for service is be- 
cause of the small number of sub- 
scribers, and nobody has yet been 
able to discover where the happy 
mean is, in which the company is 


supposed to furnish the best ser- 
vice .at the lowest price and at a 
profit. Certainly that happy mean 


is not in a town like Andover. 

We doubt if there is a better corp 
of telephone assistants in the. Com- 
monwealth than that in Andover; 
the operators are courteous, atten- 
tive and diligent. They try their 
best, but there is seldom a out of 
town call where a_ break does not 
occur in the connection and at the 
busy hours of day and night there 
are not sufficient operators to do the 
business. The policy of the company 
from the viewpoint of the subscriber 
seems to be to provide sufficient op- 
érators:-for minimum service rather 


than sufficient’ numbers for maxi- 
mum service, 
The ‘time has come when the 


State should insist in exchange for 
the privilege granted that the tele- 
‘phone company should give greatly 
improved service to all of its patrons 
and notably to suburban subscribers, 
To go into details regarding the 
quality of the service is not neces- 
sary but it is highly important that 
all along the line much improvement 
should come.

Famous Englishman Coming Here. 


East Northfield, Mass, July 30. 


Announcement has been made that 
Rev. J. Stuart Holden, of London, 
is to be, the speaker at Northfield 
during August. This is his first visit 
to the Conferences and as. he is 
prominent in all religious’ circles in 
England, he will be a decided addi- 
tion to the platform here. 

Mr. Holden is pastor of St. Paul’s 
Chapel, Portman Square, London, 
and has preached in the famous St. 
Paul’s Cathedral. His predecessor, 
Dr. Griffith Thomas, was well known 
at Northfield. He is a leader in all 
the evangelical work of the Church 
of England, and of special promi- 
nence at the great interdenomina- 
tional conventions at Keswick. As a 
representative of that body- he has 
visited the mission fields of China, 
Japan and India, and has also been 
active in preaching on the continent.

reigned triumphant that children are 
past masters in the art of playing. 

This notion is reinforced in the 
elderly man by his deluding memories. 
It seems to him’ that in his boyhood 
happy summer day followed happy 
summer day in one long procession 
of ball-playing, swimming, and pick- 
ing blue berries. He forgets. He for- 
gets a god: deal of listless idleness 
which lay in -between; and what he 
remembers is more potent in forming 
his ideas than what he actualy sees in 
the children who are having their long 
vacations. : 

It is true that very little children 
do know how to play.. So long as 
their instinct of play is the instinct 
to play alone (though side by side, 
it nay be, with another child,) they 
can play through a long vacation and 
then through another long vacation 
following. But they pass into a diff- 
erent phase, when this separate play 
no longer.contents them, and the in- 
stinct for playing together has awak- 
ened. In this. second phase, the 
knowledge how to do it lags far be- 
hind the instinct for doing it. They 
lack power of invention and capacity 
for the necessary work of organiza- 
tion. 

Happy the child who lives near a 
farm under these’ circumstances. ‘The 
farm is a “first aid” to his lack of 
ideas. Failing the farm, boys and 
girls are about equally _ helpless, 
though the helplessness of boys is 
more conspicuous. It is they who 
spend hour after. hanging about the 
Musgrove or the shady side of Main 
street, simply because they do not 
know what better to do. I am‘sorry 
for them. There isn’t a thing in their 
little bodies which is not having its 
time wasted,— whether arms or legs, 
heart, liver or muscles, eyes or hands 
or minds. . 

What are we going to do about it? 
It is too late, perhaps, to do anything 
about it this summer. A summer 
school is the best remedy which has 
been invented, but: some parents do 
not see yet the point in a summer 
school. They will catch up sometime.

Some worthy souls, Danish as 
this standing joke perpetrated or at 
least sanctioned, by the municipal au- 
thorities.

They were British mostly, and 
skippers, passengers, even crew, says 
Hans Anderson, pestered the. inhabi- 
tants with questions about Hamlet, 
Prince of Denmark. ‘There was, and 
is, a small barrow in the garden of 
a handsome villa just outside of the 
town. Some humorist told the. in- 
quiring Britons that this was Ham- 
let’s grave. They streamed thither 
daily, and the householder, a mert- 
chant, dared not be rude to his best 
clients. But the persecution. became 
unbearable, and at length he con- 
ceived the happy thought of setting 
up a real tomb, with an epitaph, on a 
bit of waste land in’ the neighbor- 
hood. The diversion answered per- 
fectly. Afterward this waste land 
was included in the public garden of 
Marienlyst. 


Verdict of $250,000 Against Harms- 
veorth Papers. 


The great soap libel suit, in which 
Lever Bros. of Port Sunlight, Eng- 
land, claimed damages against the As- 
sociated Newspapers, limited, which 
include the Daily Mail and the Even- 
ing News, for alleged libel arising out 
of the recent soap combination, came 
to a sensational end last week after 
two days’ hearing at the Liverpool 
assizes when Rufus Isaacs, K. C,, 
for the defendants, withdrew all pleas 
of justification and fair comment and 
allowed the case to go to the jury for 
assessment of damages, which were 
put at $50,000. 

The case arose out of the campaign 
waged by the newspapers against the 
combination made by the British soap- 
makers last year, in which combina- 
tion the Levers were the moving spiri 
The Mail and the News charged the 
Levers with. attempting to form a 
soapmaking corner and with defraud- 
ing the public by reducing the weight 
of their bars of soap without having 
given notice. 

The Levers’ contention was that the 
combination was for, the purpose of 
stopping competition among the 
soapmakers, thus saving money in 
advertising and keeping down. prices. 
During the week in which the state- 
ments of the Mail and the News were 
published, the Levers said, they lost 
$200,000 in ordinary sales, the losses 
had continued ever since, the whole 
company had been shaken to its 
foundations, and each of its preferred 
shares had been reduced in value to 
the amount of $5, causing the com: 
pany a loss of. $1,000,000. 

The Levers, who make Sunlight 
soap at Port Sunlight, on the Mersey, 
are the biggest soap manufacturers in 
the world and have a capital of 
30,000,000. 

The Daily Mail published an edi- 
torial dealing with the settlement of 
the suit. While. evidently carefully 
avoiding ground for ligitation, it in- 
dicates plainly enough that the paper 
glories in having from a sense of 
public duty undertaken what it con- 
ceived to be as “struggle against the 
Introduction of what we regarded as 
trust methods into this country.”

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ACROSS THE WATER, 


Belgian Cities and People Described by 
Superintendent C. F. Palmer. 


No. 3. 
Brussels, Belgium, July 24, 1907. 
Editor of Townsman: : 


-I have just come from the battlefield 
of Waterloo. It lies ten miles south of 
Brussels. I went out the latter part of 
the afternoon and climbed to.the sum- 


‘mit of the 200 foot mound which the 


Belgian government has piled up. Up- 
on the top isa large, bronze lion, cast 
from a captured French cannon. This 
marks the place where the ‘Prince of 
Orange was wounded. With a plan of 
the battlefield before me and a good ac- 
count of the battle I could locate the 
armies of Napoleon and of the Allies and 
fix the strategic: points of that titanic 
struggle for the mastery of Europe. It 
is-now—a_beautifully undulating coun- 
try of fertile farms. I tramped—along 
the memorable Nivelles and Charleroi 
roads and met the peasants in long 
blouses and wooden shoes going home 
from their labors, and from some got a 
kindly ‘‘Bon Soir” as they passed. As I 
was making, my way to the station the 
sun, like a great ~- ball of fire, sank be- 
hind the range of low hills upon which 
Wellington drew up the west wing of 
his army on the morning of the battle, 
and I thought of that other sun which, 
after dazzling the world with his mili- 
tary genius, had gone down on that 
field nearly a hundred years ago, never 
to rise again. As I neared the station I 
turned to take a last look at Lion of 
Belgium and the full moon hung sus- 
pended just above, emblem of the softer 
reign of peace. 


Brussels has a population of a quarter 
million, but suburbs immediately ad- 
joining bring the number up to perhaps 
600,000. It is very beautiful and with 
its handsome boulevards,. parks and 
fountains.resembles Paris. It is also a 
city of beautiful shops, of a wealth and 
gay life that bear out the resemblance. 
The Grand Place is a relic of splendid 
mediaevalism that is well worth travel- 
ing many weary miles to seé. There is 
nothing equal to it in Europe. , The 
nobly beautiful Hotel de Ville étands 
upon one side with its graceful tower of 
870 feet... Directly opposite is the 
Maison du Roi in all its Gothic grace 
and these are flanked by Guild: Houses 
with their steep roofs and gilded facades. 

The Palace of Justice is one of mas- 
sive grandeur. Itis nearly six hundred 
feet square and. is one of the largest 
buildings erected in modern times. - Its 
cost was $9,000,000. 

Then there are the picture galleries 
filled with priceless.canvasses from the 
brushes of the great Flemish and Dutch 
masters. 1 have no time or space even 
to enumerate the best. 

The morning before leaving I hurried 
over to the street where stands the 
house in which the Duchess of Rich- 
mond gave her memorable ball on the 
eve of Waterloo, when , 


‘There was a sound of revelry by night, ,

Ghent was to me the least interesting 
of Belgian cities, but Antwerp is quite 
equal to Brussels. Its position on the 
lordly River Scheldt, sixty miles from 
the sea, gives it a commercial import- 
anee-of the first rank among the cities 
of Western Europe. Its cathedral, while 
it does not rank among the great ones 
of Europe, has much of interest. The 
far-famed masterpiece of Rubens is here, 
the “Descent from the Cross.” It is 
certainly a wonderful painting. One 
could sit hours held by the spell of it. 
In the opposite transept is the “Eleva. 
tion of the Cross” from the same magic 
brush. Both great ~-paintings worth 
crossing the ocean to see. 

But the people interested me much. 
It is the land of wooden shoes and dog 
carts. I never tired watching groups of 
little boys and girls as they clattered 
along the streets in this awkward look- 
ing footwear. The children looked 
happy and healthy with their rosy 
cheeks, But the dogs seemed to take 
life quite seriously. It’s surprising what 
big carts these little fellows will draw.
